Mr. Howard Stutchbury of the Ed- 
monton Safety Council endeavored to 
cross Jasper avenue the other day to 
reach the office of The Edmonton Bul- 


letin. 

He confided to us that exactly fifteen 
westbound motor cars whizzed by before 
one driver came along with enough cour- 
tesy to slow up and let him get across, 

Courtesy, of course, is the first rule 
of the road, It is Mr. Stutchbury's official 
decision that a good many Edmonton 
drivers haven't got much of it. 

The courteous driver doesn’t speed, 
he doesn’t hog the road, and he observes 
traffic laws because he has some regard 
for the rights and convenience of others: 

But since courteous drivers, accord- 
ing to Mr. Stutchbury, are in the minority, 
it is time something was done to curb the 


reckless momentum acquired by a good 
many automobiles sweeping up and down 
the main business street of the city. 

The traffic flow on Jasper is inter- 
rupted only at 100, 101, 102 and 109 
streets by traffic lights. The long stretch 
of Jasper westward of 109 and eastward 
of 100 is a natural speedway inviting 
motorists to hit it up not only because 
there is no interruption to Jasper traffic 
but because vehicles entering Jasper from 
side streets have to come to a full stop. 

The only way to break this momen- 
tum of travel on Jasper avenue, which 
leads to speeding and carelessness and dis- 
courtesy, is to instal more full stops along 
its length, 

If drivers had to come to a full stop 
at least every four or five blocks along 
Jasper, a good bit of this speeding would 
be eliminated. 


A Pleasant Interlude

Premier Andre Marie of France has

immediate appeal to the voters. This is 
traditional and it appears to be the better 
and more democratic way. 

But French governments fall so fre- 
quently that if an election followed each 
prime ministerial resignation, the country 
would be in a constant turmoil of polling, 

For instance, Schumann, who pre- 
ceded Marie, held the office only eight

The Jews have shown themselves to 
be brave and skilful fighters. But sooner 
or later the very weight of Arab pressure 
must destroy the independence of Israel. 

All the bravery and skill in the world 
cannot resist forever numerically superior 
strength.

The creation of the state of Israel 
was undertaken on the authority of the 
United Nations led by Britain and the 
United States.

Sex Facts 
In Schools 
Editor, Bulletin —In order to 


help along the discussion regard- 
ing sex education of children my 
remarks will follow the points 
suggested by Mr. Weir, 

(1) The present approach to the 
matter in those schools which are 
attempting this is altogether too 
narrow, The danger, and this ap- 
plies, I believe, particularly to 
some girls, is that after seeing a 
movie, studying a diagram or 
listening to a lecture on the 
mechanics of the matter-marve- 
lous as they are—they may get 
the impression that they know 
about sex, To leave the human 
mind, the human spirit out of 
this is quite unwise, Why single 
out one part of the body's mech- 
anism for special emphasis? If 
the schools should include in the 
curriculum material of interest 
and not without some inspiration 
concerning the human body as a 
whole and IF the average teacher 
could proceed with a discussion 
on the organs of generation in as 
open and unembarrassed a man- 
ner as jf it were the skin or brain 
under discussion’ well and good 

(2) Specific sex instruction 
should be given separately to 
boys and girls. Individual re- 
actions particularly in opposite 
sexes are not the same, Distaste 
at any other procedure may be 
felt more than it Is expressed, 
It might be given incidentally to 
elementary instruction in parent- 
hood, To fit in with part of a gen- 
eral plan, something for the 
future, not the present 

(3) Biological instruction alone 
will not prevent unwise experi- 
mentation and will not produce 
later on those mental attitudes 
which are paramount in ensuring 
wholesome, reasonably fruitful 
and life long marriages, The ten- 
dency is to flatten out a large 
and potentially very wonderful 
subject like last Tuesday's pan- 
cakes, It does of course help to 
bring to an end weird and utterly 
unbiological tales which may still 
have some slight currency. 

(4) The teacher has quite 
enough on hand now without in- 
troducing new materia] requiring 
study and some special) self disci- 
pline before he or she might feel 
prepared to discuss this delicate 
matter before a class. A physician 
who takes special interest in chil- 
dren would approach the ideal, 
A successful mother might be 
encouraged to take a course of 
instruction and teach the girls in 
her city.

France is a key position not

Preston Grover, Associated 
Press chief of bureau in France, 
made a tour of Brittany and took 
the political pulse of the coun- 
try folk, Everywhere the feeling 
was much the same, 

“We won't like it, but we need 
a dictator,” declared the owner- 
operator of a threshing machine. 
“We want stability.” 

It should be noted that Bril- 
tany, favors Gen. de Goulle, and 
he is campaigning to head a gov- 
ernment with greater executive 
authority. Still the issue us 
broader than the personality of 
this outstanding figure, for even 
his eritics are worried over the 
lack of government stability. 

Talk of “dictatorship” is strong 
mustard in French or any other 
language. No democracy wants 


any part of absolutism However, 


even democracies encounter em- 
ergencies which call for the as- 
signment of a greater degree of 
executive authority to an = in- 
dividual or individuais-—-wartime, 
for instance. That, I take it, is 
what the Bretons have in mind 
when they call for greater stab-

These frequent government 
Crisis ave nothing new to France, 
as they have come to be a part 
of the life of the country 
has been due in no small part to 
the multiplicity of polltical par- 
ties.

Halton points out, Weston is not a 
poor boy who made good, but a 
rich by who made better.

Explosive Ed Morris was talking about “nightmares” 
and stuff when it was all over. “Jerry Seaman will pitch 
Tuesday,” he said.
